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Having a Ball of a Time

The Ballroom Dance course descrip-
tion in the City’s Recreation Guide
reads, “Even if you think you have ‘two
left feet’ come join us.” And veteran in-
structor Paul Mola means every word
of it.

“A lot of people think they have two
left feet or just can’t dance, but that
has not been my experience at all,”
Mola said. “Ballroom dancing takes or-
dinary skills and prac-
tice ... that’s it. If you
see someone who
can really dance, I
guarantee it’s be-
cause they’ve spent a
lot of time working
on it. If you can ski,
or skate, or do ordi-
nary things, you can
dance. I can’t even ski
or skate!”

And Mola, a professional dance in-
structor for 35 years, certainly can
dance. He was a professional dancer,
and has trained with world champions.
The City of Rockville is lucky to have
him as a dance instructor.

“People love his class,” said Pam
Baxter of the City’s Recreation Depart-
ment.

exercise, the fun and the social aspect.”
Especially students like Sharyn and

FoxTrot, Cha Cha, Waltz, Swing,
Rumba, Tango, Mambo, Samba, Me-
ringue and Hustle.

“They are a dedicated couple who
just enjoy dancing with each other,”

Mola said. “Unlike other activities that
couples do together, like golf or tennis,
where you compete against each other,
ballroom dancing gives couples the
chance to work together as a team.
They say, ‘It takes two to Tango.’ I re-
ally think it strengthens the bond a
couple has, and that’s how I see Art
and Sharyn.”

The Fuchs agree.
“Ballroom dancing is a two-person

activity,” Sharyn said. “It’s not just the
man leading the woman; you both have
to work together on the dance floor.”

And 38 years later, it is obvious that
the Fuchs make wonderful music to-
gether.
